This is true not of l'cunsylvuiii;i 
alone, but of uvtny ijurt of tlie continent 
of America. It was at one time - anil 
tliab nof BO very long ago— supposul 
tUlll the' forests of North America were 
' inQ.Khau«til>le. Immense areas, as large 
ua whole Icintfilonis in the CM World, 
were covered witli forest. 'I"he new 
aettler in Ontario and the Maritime 
l*rovince» was appalled wl>eu from some 
elevation he saw nothing but a aea of 
verdure^ composed of waving Ireetopn, 
fioW contre to horizon, bn all sidcw of 
hitn. Tl ;■ tindici of which there was 
such ftl liUice was literally valueW. 
The u ,.;niticenl trees of the forest 
primev,.! cinnlicred the g^round that was 
needed to pioduce sustenance for man 
and baist. \Var was waged against 
the forest with fire and steel. 
The farmer's only thought was to clear 
the lauil ; the more quickly ami the 
mole cll'cctis cly it was done the liottcr 
lie was plciiscd. lie would Iuiij;li at the 
man who wouhl be so rash as to lell 
hint .that his children and grawlchildi vn 
would need the wootl which he was so 
rutliIeB.><Iy rli'Stroying. The bacUwoodH- 
maii believed lliiit then' was timber 
enough in tlio liiml w last HvciUy gen- 
•rations and nioi c. But he made a ter- 
rible mialako. He hinuself often lived 
to'see wood, even for fuel, grow scarce 
in his vicinity, and bis children had 
icison to regret that some provi.sioii for 
I lie future had not lieen made while the 
f.irin WHS beim; cleared. Large seotioii.s 
1)1 country- bieuinii almost completely 
ilenuded of trees, ami the children of 
tiie.^,inen who wore so careless of the 
forest: wealth of their country liad tu 
import the timber they needed from long 
(listahcea and at high prices. The same 
wiwtefill process, going on 011 iiuiidieds 
of thousands of taniiH, caused timber to 
become scarce in an astonishingly short 
space of time in districts that were, 
when first settled, clothed with forest. 
I'ln; farmers ami lumbermen ol 
1 lie continent have cuutiiuied their eaie 
less, wastehil lialiits until this day. Al 
thdiigb hi-ii- iuid lliere ni.-cessily coin 
pels the DMiier of woud-laiul to be n 
dent and economical in tlie munageinent 
of hislotorsection.thcgrcat majority havi- 
gono on cutting and slashing and burn 
Lng as if they believed that the suppl.\ 
of timber would last forever. I!ut tlio\ 
■lie lindliig their mistiike, and ell'orts are 
lioing made by governments and socic 
ties like this of I'ennsylvaniu, to inipres.'- 
upon the people of the country the neces 
sity of taking cue of the timber land 
Laws have been eimoted to pievi-iit, 111 
rathei' to lessen, .ibc di-st ruction by liii 
and a bi-^'iiiniiig lias been made tu folluu 
the example of l''.uiopu in the manage 
ment.of the forests. This system miisi 
in time become general if the continent 
is-UOt' to become altogellior treeless. 
.Sbthething can be done by planting but 
moro Ciin be elVected by ]ilaoiiig tile cut 
ting of limber undi-r regulations so that 
none but trees tit for thea.xe will be used 
iOid the- young trees left to grow,

Merciur, the I'rovineial I'remier, 
was the principal speaker. .Mr. Mcrcier 
is a very able man and no one In this 
Uominion understands the l''rencli-('aii- 
adian heart better than he. He knew 
exactly the chord to touch to bring mil 
u response, and he toiu bcd it delicately 
iiul with a drm hand. He made a skil- 
ful use of the agitation ill Ontario to 
unite French-Canadians and to strength- 
en his own party. lie spoke of the 
pmgress \vhich the men of French i!.>;- 
tractioii are making in the Diiminioii. 
|S)iuleil out the danger tu wliioli tlicy, 
a>i Krenuhmen and Catholics, are t!.x- 
posed. He insiate<l again uiid again 011 
the necessity of union. He told bia 
heiii-ers that on that day they had taken 
part in one of the most magniliceiil de 
monatrations ii've! witnessed in tlieii liis- 
tory. 

"It was," he cuiitiiined, "a great ami

He continued to e.xliort his bearers 
fur the sake of their race ami thoii re- 
ligion Avhich bad been attuokeil to alanil 
logetlier, to allow no party jealousies or 
imimportant ipieslions to keep tliein as- 
iimler. Having with great skill showed 
his healers that self-pre.servat ion re- 
■ luired them to unite he directed their 
Htt^iition to the. agitation in Ontario 
and uontiasteil the treatment of the 
l-'rencli in that piovince with the treat ■ 
nient of the I'.nglisli in the piovincc ol 
(.,!uebec. He evidently sueeeeded in 
onviiieing bis couutryiiiiin that they 
wore very badly u.sed, and that in the 
treatment of tlieir Kitglish-spuakiiig and 
i'roteatant neigh1>ors in Quebec they 
-.vcro far more lilieral iiinl tolerant than 
were the majority in Ontario in the

Dominion wliioh , would alloM- its 
freedom to be ourtailed'in any direction, 
anil wn arc iriolihedl'o believe that, after 
all, there is no' real' desire on the part of 
any consiilorahlo number of jicople in 
this Dominion to restrict liberty of eon 
science and freedom of action in relig- 
ious iiiatters in any way. There is real- 
ly no practical benefit (n bo gniriod by 
intruding what some call the roligiuus 
elcnieiilintu the [lolitiosuf tlii^ Dominion. 
\^'lly then attempt it'! We see froni 
this monster m6otIng ill Quebec. what 
such an agitation is certivin to lead to. 
Why then introduce .the oleinent of dis- 
cord? The letting in of strife may ap- 
pear to some to be a small and uiiiinpor- 
1. lilt matter, bub it often loads to the 
most disastrous results.
